Not, one person in 600 who licks 

a postage stamp ever dreams of the 

precautions taken by the bureau of 

iVlng and printing to secure a 

uniform coatiugof the best adhesive 

and purest gum on the back of the 

stamps. 

The process of gumming pi 

stamps is as much an exact science as 
t lie building of the large yuns at the 
Washington navy yard. This work. 
like that of practically all other 
similar kinds lor the government, 
is done al the bureau of engraving 
and printing, and so accurate is ihe 

s of gumming b tamps (hat 

when Ihe work is finished I he stamps 
are tested lo discover if the coating 
ol mucilage on the sheet 
much as seven On 1 housniidt I, 
pound. 

The room where the stamps are 

gummed is airy and well lighted; it 

lit by fifty feet and contains al 

present eight gumming machines. 

The stamps, after being printed, 

teach the gumming-FOOm from the 
examining room ill sheets eighteen 
and a half by twenty live Inches, each 
sheet containing 400 Stamps. The 
sheets lo be gummed aie fed by wo- 
men operatives on an endless chain 

belt, held by jjrippers. This chain 
belt passes under a glass gumming 

roller, which is automatically i 

ed with Ihe exact proportion of 
mucilage to be received by the 
sheet. This mucilage is fed to the 
roller from a small tank just above 
The gummed sheets. are then c 
by the endless chain belt into a 
covered drying box fifty feet long, 
which contains coils of steam pipes, 

which produce a temperature e 
degrees Fahrenheit. The sheets of 

stamps, after a slow journey of one 
minuti I "in the other end 

of the drying box with the muoilage 
perfect l.v dry. 

The machine automatically deli- 
vers the sheets on a table to a lady 
operative, who, by passing her ex 
perienced hand ovnr the gummed 

surface, determines if the sheets are 
properly gummed and if they are 
running through the inachin 
just the right degree of speed to in- 
sure their being properly dried. The 

woman who receives the gummed 

sheets can, if desired, touch an 

trie button which telegraphs to 
the operative feeding the sheets to 
t he machine at the other end ol the 

room telling her to increase or di- 
minish the speed of Ihe chain belt, 

or she can signal by a prearranged 
oode in regard to any defect of the 
gummed surface requiring im- 
mediate attention. In this connec- 
tion it might be interesting to stale 

that ihe automatic machines and 

chain belt are opeiated by electric 

motors running at varying de 

of speed to suit the varying con- 
ditions of the atmosphere, as ihe 

drying boxes will not dry the gum- 
med sheets ol stamps as rapidly in 
damp as in dry weather. 

After being gummed the •- 

are rolled to take out the curl of the 

paper, and are again inspected to 

if there are any defects In Ihe 
gumming. If they are found to be 

eel I liey are then counted and 
pressed and sent to the perforating 
room, being in itself au exceedn 

interesting one.

On this blank is kept an accurate 
account of mice of gum 

given to Ihe pressmen and ol 
sheet of stamps gummed OH 
machine. Tin; workmen are also 
required to state on this blank just 
how many ounces of gum have been 
distributed on ea '• sheets of 

stamps during ihe day. Each 
small lank is tilled by weight of 
fifty-two pounds of liquid gum, 
exactly enough to gum 2,000 slice! s 
of stamps. In this tank then 
graduated scale, which indicates at 
any moment just how much gum 
has been used. A record is also 
kept on the blank form of the 
number of printed sheets of stamps 
gummed, so I hat the foreman, by 
ice at the graduated scale and 
the number ol printed sheets 
gummed, can tell at any moment if 
each sheet is exact 

proportion of gum. 

This system is an elaborate check 
on the gummed sheets, and was de- 
signed to insure the same gumming 
on each slice! of siamps. 

Every afternoon Ihe workmen are 
ttivcu credit foi Ihe amoiuil ol 
they return to the overnmeut, and 
the balance is struck between the 
gum used and the total number of 
sheets gummed.

ly inspected and is subjected to a 
microscopic examination and 
Chemical analysis by Ihe bureau's 
Chemist. This is to discover if the 
gum is of the best quality and up 
to the standard furnished by the 
successful bidders. It is next test- 
oil to see if it meets the working 
requirements of gumming stamps. 
The qualities required by the gov- 
ernment in the gum are adhesive 
ncss, luster, absence of grit, tlexi 
bility, resistance to humidity, and 
color. If the gum does not meet 
all these requirements it is rejected. 
At th» present time about 
pounds o( dry gum is used daily 
and the contractor for the present 
fiscal year will be required to furnish 
about 280,000 pounds. Theaveraut 
cost of the dry postal gum is about 
('. cents per pound, and thus the 
daily cost to the government of gum 
for stamps is about I 

Down in the basement oft th* 
bureau there are three big siteam 
jacketed kettles of the capacity of 

100 gallons each, where the gg in is 
made by au established fo inula. 
This is done by mixing the d ry gum 
with water and by carefully boiling 
it until the gum is cooking. The 
kettles are exceedingly clean, and 
Hie boiling must be at just the 
proper degree. After the gum is 
boiled it is pumped to u. settling 
tank, Where it is Strained and re- 
duced to the proper specific gravity.

The eight machines now in the 
gumming- room have a capacity for 
meets, or L9,000,000 stamps, 
in one day of eight hours work. 
Both United states postage stamps 
and documentary and proprietory 
revenue stamps are gummed by these 
machines. At the beginning of the 
Spanish- American war, when there 
was an urgent demand for wai 
venue stamps, there were only six of 
tiles* machines in operation. They 
e run night and day'o meet the 
emergency, and gummed It 

. oi I ! ,000.000 stamps, every 

ty-four hours. This large 

number of stamps furnished Uncle 

Sam with some of the sinews of war 

during those trying times. The 

consumption of ordinary 

ampsat this time is about 

a day.— Washington 



FANWOOD.
